ayawati in her comments agreed with the 
le petitioner and contended that Shri Isam 
been elected to the Rajya Sabha from the 
adesh as a candidate of the Bahujan Samaj 
ntarily given up membership of that Party 
w political party Bahujan Kranti Party’ on 
tiber, 2006 and his becoming its National 


President. This is a conduct which could be in itself a 
sufficient evidence to prove that he has voluntarily given 
up the membership of the Bahujan Samaj Party and, 
therefore, deserves to be disqualified. 

4. Shri Isam Singh in his comments dated the 9th 
May, 2007 disagreed with the f^harges made against him. 
He, inter alia, denied having received any Show Cause 
Notice, and said that it was a mainipulated document meant 
for his harassment. In fact he came to know about his 
suspension from the Party from media. He denied making 
false allegations against Ms. Mayawati and accused her of 
taking a dictatorial action, when he tried to uplift the image 
of the Party. Shri Isam Singh denied the charges of 
voluntarily giving up member^ip of the Bahujan Samaj 
Party and joining a new political party. He also stated that 
he had formed a newpolitical party only after his expulsion 
from the BSP, and hence there was no questifrn of his 
desqualification as a Member of Rajya Sabha. 

5. After considering the comments of Ms. Mayawati 
and Shri Isam Singh in relaticwi to the petition, the then 
Chairman was satisfied, having regard to the nature and 
circumstances of the case, that it was necessary to refer 
the petition to the Committee of Privileges of Rajya Sabha 
and he referred the petition to the Committee of ftivileges 
on the 24th July, 2007 for making a preliminary inquiry and 
submitting a report to him. 

6. The Committee of Privileges submitted its Report 
to me on the 22nd May, 2008. , 

7. On receipt of the report^ I forwarded a copy thereof 
to Shri Isam Sin^ and gave hifri an opportunity to appear 
before me on the 1st July, 2008 to represent his case and to 
be heard in person. Shri Isam Singh appeared before me on 
that date and desired that an extension of time may be 
granted to him. Accordingly, hearing was adjourned and 
another opportunity was afforded to Shri Isam Singh on 
the 4th July, 2008. Shri Isam Singh again appeared on the 
scheduled date and time and was heard by me in person. 

8. Now that I am satisfied that reasonable 
opportunities were given to Shii Isam Singh to represent 
his case and to be heard in person, in.terms of Rule 7(7) of 
the Members of Rajya Sabha (pisqualification on ground 
of Defection) Rules, 1985, tal^g into account the facts of 
the case, the Report of the Coinmittee of Privileges and in 
accordance with the provisions of Article 102(2) read with 
the Tenth Schedule to the Constitution of India, I decide. 
and declare by this order as follows :— 

“ORDER 

In exercise of the powers conferred upon me under 
Article 102(2) read with paragraph 6 of the Tenth Schedule 
to the Constitution of India, I, Mohammad Hamid Ansari, 
Chairman, Rajya Sabha, hereby decide that Shri Isam Singh, 
an elected member of the Raj3ja Sabha from the State of 
Uttar Pradesh, by voluntarily giving up his membership of 
the Bahujan Samaj Party, his original political party, has 
become subject to disqualification for being a member of 
the Rajya Sabha in terms of paragraph 2(1 )(a) of the Tenth 
SchediUe to the Constitution of India. 

Accordingly, Shri Isam Singh has ceased to be a 
member of tte Rajya Sabha with immediate effect.”
